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THE murderous war by racists against East 
London’s Asian communities reached a 
new pitch with an arson attack in which a 
pregnant mother of three was burned to 
death with her children. But despite clear 
evidence of organised fascist activity in the 
area and a history of attacks on the family’s 
house, some local police are refusing to 
concede that it might have been a racist 
attack. 

Mrs Shamira Kassan, eight months 
pregnant with her fourth child, died when 
firebombers struck at her Ilford home in 
the early hours of July 13. Also murdered 
were her three other children aged six, five 
and fourteen months. Her husband Mirza 
and his brother Nazir narrowly escaped 
death by leaping from an upstairs window. 

With their enquiries only two days old, 
police were already playing down the 
possibility that racists may have been 
behind the attack. One officer told the 
London Standard that, ‘‘We have not been 
able to confirm that it was a racist killing. 
We have not established a motive’’. Despite 
this, some senior murder squad detectives 
on the case believe that racists may have 
been involved and are vigorously pursuing 
this line of enquiry. 





A series of fatal arson attacks now 
remains unsolved, most notably the cases 


of the Khan family who died in 
Walthamstow in 1981 and an elderly Jewish 
couple, the Sedlers, who perished when 
their Enfield flat was burned out two years 
ago. In both these previous cases there was 
evidence of considerable fascist activity in 
the areas concerned but police refused to 
investigate this as a specific lead in their 
enquiries. With the attacks otherwise 
motiveless it was hardly surprising that no 
one was ever charged. 


Difficulties 


But, worryingly, in this recent case, as 
with the Sedler murders, an unidentified 
police officer has suggested to local 
journalists that the fire was an attempted 
insurance fraud which went wrong. There 
always seems to be some racist on the local 
force who can only see Jews and Asians as 
scheming, grasping tricksters. Supporters 
of the Newham Monitoring Project, based 
nearby, have had difficulties with police 
officers as they attempted to contact the 
Kassans’ neighbours to take statements 
about other racist incidents and gather 


evidence of fascist activity in the area. 

And there is plenty of that: immediately 
opposite the burned out house in which Mrs 
Kassan and her children died is a swastika 
and a huge slogan daubed by members of 
the British National Party. Ilford is an area 
where the BNP have made no secret of their 
presence. Only four months previously, 
their youth paper Young Nationalist 
boasted of the ‘paint jobs’ that their 
members had been carrying out only a short 
distance from the Kassans’ home. 
Ominously, the article describing these 
activities was headlined ‘Undercover 
Operations’. The caption beneath reads 
“The writing on the wall’’. 


Aggressive 


Local BNP organiser is Tony East, who 
more commonly calls himself Tony Wells or 
Tony Lecomber. Since he became BNP’s 
Redbridge organiser the local unit has 
adopted a much more aggressive style of 
working and has deliberately courted 
prosecution with the stridently racist tone 
of its literature. 

Local Asians, who have had to put up 
with a pattern of random but clearly racist 
attacks which could now be said to have 
escalated into a war against them, have few 
doubts about the type of people who are 
behind this latest outrage. 

Unmesh Desai, who heads the Newham 
Monitoring Project, has called upon police 
to investigate the possible involvement of 
organised racist groups, using Special 
Branch files on fascist organisations in the 
locality. 


IN recent years, police in East London have all too frequently claimed that there has 


been little evidence of organised fascist 


activity. But quite apart from the visual 


evidence that the British National Party is busy in the district, the National Front is 
known have thriving branches in Newham.

The monsters who crawl out at night 


The National Front continue to 
assert that their members are not 
involved in violence. But the 
evidence, in the form of 
increasingly sickening attacks on 
blacks, Jews and anti-racists, 
points unmistakably in a different 
direction. 


In both Weybridge and Brighton, Jewish 
graves 
Weybridge attack included the daubing of 
SS symbols, swastikas and the words ‘‘gas 
the Jews’’. 

In the Manchester area, both black and 
Jewish communities have been under 
attack, with racist incidents on four 
successive nights in Oldham. A few days 
after a break in at the local community 
relations office, in which files were 
searched, two members of its staff were 
chased as they walked home. 

In Droylsden, NF stickers were found 
near the business premises of a local 
councillor and former chairperson of the 
local Campaign against Racism and 
Fascism after his windows were smashed 
twice. 

In north east London, synagogues at 


have been vandalised. The 


Ilford and Chingford have been damaged 
and daubed with nazi slogans. In other 
parts of north London swastikas have been 
painted on house doors and cars thought to 
be owned by Jews. 

In Bath, a Jewish-owned shop was 
daubed with the words ‘‘shop Jewish 
owned: prepare for the next holocaust’. 

In the heart of London, within weeks of 
the arson attack on the offices of the 
Greater London Council’s Ethnic 
Minorities Unit, has come a series of 
attacks on black employees leaving the 
building carried out by a lone racist, 
sometimes carrying a copy of National 
Front News. The attacker has also damaged 
cars. 


Venom 


Even the very youngest are not safe. In 
south west London, members of a black 
family have been the victims of attacks that 
appear to be aimed at driving them from 
their home on a council estate. On one 
occasion a racist assailant held a little girl 
by her feet over the edge of a high balcony. 

At Ilford the Jewish primary school was 
daubed in fluorescent paint with the words 
‘*Jews stink’’. 


Whites too are not spared the venom of 
the fascist serpents. In Cookstown, 
Northern Ireland, a Catholic Church was 
daubed with the words ‘‘UVF-NF: burn 
them all: death to the Irish’’. 

In Canning Town knife-wielding racists 
stabbed youngsters attending a multi-racial 
party and sprayed ammonia in their eyes. 

Elsewhere in London, a white journalist 
working for a South African paper was sent 
a death threat letter from Holland. It was 
signed by the West European Suicide 
Squad, who threaten to murder members of 
the African National Congress living and 
working in western Europe. 

An Asian living in East Anglia received a 
gas bill with a National Front sticker 
attached to it. The letter had been opened 
in transit and the racist sticker added. 

In Bradford, after a series of vicious 
racist attacks, a mass meeting of members 
of the local community set up the basis of a 
local defence committee to fight off future 
attacks. Several people have been injured 
by men wielding bottles and broken glasses. 
The defence committee will be multi-racial 
and hopes to force the police to act against 
the racists. 





Far-right disruption angers State Department 


THE TORY TROUBLEMAKERS 





RIGHT-wing members of the 


Federation of Conservative 
Students have caused considerable 
embarrassment by disrupting an 
international youth festival 


covertly organised by the 
American State Department. 
The International Youth Year 


Conference held last April in Jamaica had 
been intended as an alternative gathering to 
the Soviet-sponsored youth festival 
scheduled for Moscow in July. But it ended 
in confusion and disarray when a faction of 
hard-right conservatives walked out, 
disrupting the proceedings. Amongst them 
was Steven Morrison, an official in FCS 
and Executive Director of European 
Democratic Students. 

With two Americans, Amy Moritz and 
Floyd G. Brown, Morrison has now 
authored a private report on events at the 
conference which led them to walk out. A 
copy has been obtained by Searchlight. 

Although, ‘‘the US government had 
asked the Jamaicans to host the conference, 
and the Jamaicans had agreed to do so, and 
also to act as if it had not been a US 
proposal’’, they claim that the conference 
itself was tightly controlled by people 
hostile to America and to ‘Western values’, 
who employed ‘‘dishonesty, intimidation 


and bribery to maintain control’’. 

The unlikely target of their venom is Ray 
Godson, a Georgetown University 
professor specialising in ‘the threat from 
the East’. To Morrison et al, he was 
attempting ‘‘to have and control an 
international socialist youth organisation’’ 
despite the fact that he organised the 
conference with the support and blessing of 
the State Department who financed the 
whole thing. 


“Mr Fixit’ 

Morrison and the dissenters were outraged 
that steps appeared to have been taken to 
exclude hardline conservatives from the 
conference secretariat and indeed, from the 
conference itself. The sole hardliner on the 
secretariat, Morrison claims to have been 
supplanted at one stage by FCS’s former 
far-right godfather and ‘Mr Fixit’ Peter 
Young ‘‘who took unpaid leave from his 
job in Britain to subvert Morrison’s 
activities to invite European conservatives 
to the conference’. Young currently works 
for one of Britain’s leading far-right think 
tanks, the Adam Smith Institute. 

The Liberty Caucus, as Morrison’s group 
styled themselves at the Jamaica meeting, 
allege some astonishing manoeuvres by 
Godson and his supporters which provoked 


the far-right walkout. These include: 

@ Americans being warned to toe the line or 
their careers would suffer. ‘‘This White 
House has a memory’’, they claim they 
were told. 

@ promises that elections would be held for 
a new secretariat being broken without 
explanation. 

@adjournments of the conference by its 
chairman ‘‘anytime he needed instructions 
from the real conference organisers’’. 
@cutting off the microphone while 
‘conservatives’ were speaking. 

@‘‘US cash’’ changing hands in private 
rooms to “‘buy off”’ difficult delegations. 

Particular abuse was reserved for 
members of the British delegation. Despite 
representing thoroughly respectable bodies 
like the Commission for Racial Equality 
and the British Youth Council, they are 
denounced as ‘‘admitted Marxists 
(who) travelled to Jamaica on Aeroflot and 
Cubana Air following briefings in 
Moscow’’. 

Morrison’s two co-signatories to the 
dissenting document are both American 
members of the International Youth Year 
Commission, but the document reveals that 
among their Liberty Caucus supporters in 
Jamaica were Gerald Helman of the State 
Department, and George Archibald of the 
Moonie-owned Washington Times. 





Bussing the football thugs 


The National Front have been in the 
forefront of violence at football 
matches around the country and 
abroad in the last year. Although 
they appear to have supporters in 
all areas, often it is the same faces 
that are seen time and time again 
at football grounds up and down 
the country. 

The West Midlands area of the NF have 
been especially active in moving their 


members around to cause trouble. 
Searchlight has investigated their 
organisation. 


Norman Tomkinson is the National 
Front’s West Midlands organiser. He is 
about 30 and hides behind a box number 
and an assortment of stickers claiming 
Front activity at the Aston Villa and 
Birmingham City grounds. In reality most 
of the NF’s strength is concentrated at the 
City ground. The stickers, like much else 
about the Front, are just hot air, trying to 
give the impression of strength. 

But Tomkinson is ambitious and keen 
to make his mark on the Front, football 
and more recently cricket. To this end he 
has organised a coach to move Front 
members and any unsavoury hangers-on 
they can cajole aboard. With an air of pride 
they call it ‘‘the slobs’ coach’’. 
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“BULLDOG IS BACK AT BRUM”

Bulldog sellers were out in force at the 
Birmingham City games against Brighton and 
Spurs. 

Against Spurs the landlord of the ‘Wrex- 
ham’ public house is believed to have com- 
plained to the police about NF members 
selling Bulldog near his pub. As a result SPG 
officers appeared and searched and took 
names and addresses of NF members. The 
SPG allowed the NF to continue selling 
Bulldog provided they kept behind some 
bollards and off the pavement.

Most of the time the driver is John Lord, 
a middle-aged man employed by Prospect 
Coaches of Lye, near Stourbridge, West 
Midlands. This company is run by Geoff 
Watts. Asked to bus a group of young 
German nazis to a camp in Wales, Watts 
did not blink an eye. He recommended 
John Lord for such an outing as Lord was 
understanding if the young nazis wanted to 
sing party songs on the coach. 

He told a second caller, who was posing 
as a member of the British National Party, 
that he was prepared to carry anybody as 
long as they had the cash. 

Late last year Tomkinson turned his 
sights to cricket and was involved in the 
sickening display at a match between 
Yorkshire and Gloucestershire. Black

players were jostled and called black 
bastards by a group of drunken Fronters 
including Tomkinson. 

The riot earlier this year at Birmingham 
City, in which one young fan died, 
provided clear evidence of National Front 
involvement in violence with the arrest of 
one of Tompkinson’s sidekicks. Dave 
Gardiner, a 40-year-old thug, was convicted 
of threatening behaviour and fined £600. 
The most disturbing factor in this incident 
was the way fascists from two opposing 
sides, Leeds United and Birmingham City, 
came together to attack ordinary fans and, 
when they thought they had the upper 
hand, turned on the police and even on 
ambulance drivers giving first aid to the 
injured.

BNP — a forum but still no decorum 


NF and 


Well known members of the 
National Front and British National 
Party were behind the setting up of 
the ‘Stroud Valley Forum’ two 
months ago. Stan Goodwin, many 
years an NF activist, surfaced as 
one of the main organisers of the 
Forum’s first meeting, which took 
the guise of a discussion on 
unemployment. 


Although the meeting had been 
advertised only locally, fascists turned up 
from many miles away. Angry members of 
the audience, many from local Labour 
Party and Trade Union groups, soon 
realised that they had been conned and 
demanded an explanation of what was 
really going on. 

The Forum looks like a re-run of a 
number of such groups set up by nazis and 
racists in the late 1960s and early 1970s in 
southern and eastern England. At that time 
these organisations acted as a bridge 
between outright nazis and members of 
Monday Club and the Conservative Party. 

A local leading SDP member has publicly 
dissociated himself from the Forum. It now 
appears the fascists have used the name of 
the genuine Stroud Valley Forum run by 
one of the local authorities. The panel at 
the first meeting included not only a Front 
member but people from the Ecology Party 
and the Anti-Common Market League. 
Somehow, the fascists involved, like Robert 
Rhodes, a leading light in the BNP, had 
been introduced to other people interested 
in setting up the meeting by the good offices 
of the local Citizens’ Advice Bureau. 

Fascist watchers are concerned about the 
open co-operation between the National 
Front and British National Party in the area 
and wonder if this move is not a blueprint 
for co-operation on a wider scale later this 
year. 

But no two fascist organisations can 
agree on everything and those committed to 





violence find it difficult to sort out their 
differences peacefully. 
In a break from his published speaking 


tour, John Tyndall visited one of the oldest - 


fascist playgrounds in Britain, Hoxton 
Square, on 6 July. This Hackney venue was 
once the stamping ground of Sir Oswald 
Mosley, whose public speaking style 
Tyndall takes pains to imitate, and of 
William Joyce, hanged for treason in 1945. 

Tyndall had decided to intervene in the 
case of two white youngsters allegedly 
turned down for a job by Hackney Council 
because of its positive discrimination 
policy. 

On his arrival Tyndall found the square 
locked to him and his 40 mates, and an 
audience consisting of a large number of 
policemen, two council officers and half a 


ONLY about two hundred NF 
activists stirred themselves to 
attend the Party’s Emergency 
General Meeting in London on 
June 22 to approve a new 
constitution designed to 
strengthen the grip of the new 
Strasserite leadership. 

Despite warnings after two recent Our 
Nation meetings were held on the premises, 
the management of the Methodist Central 
Hall in Westminster were duly conned by 
the Front and found themselves playing 
host to Britain’s fastest shrinking political 
party, about 40% of whose members 
present were young skinheads. In one 
respect, the NF’s leadership may claim a 
success: now that membership has fallen 
below 2,000 they probably had a higher 
proportion of total membership in 
attendance than at most previous general 
meetings. 

Main object of the day was to approve

dozen photographers. Apart from the high 
point of the meeting when Tyndall accused 
all the people with cameras of being on the 
staff of Searchlight (including their own 
man), it was a pretty boring afternoon. 

But the NF had decided to make 
common cause with the balding fiihrer, and 
seeing that a large crowd of anti-fascists 
were being kept at arm’s length by the law, 
decided to offer solidarity on their terms. 
‘All you need to do is get rid of your 
fiihrer’’, they shouted. But this was too 
much for one BNP member who shouted 
back ‘‘we like having a fiihrer’’. 

At this point the police were obliged to 
part the warring factions — not the fascists 
and the anti-fascists, but the NF and the 
BNP. If they keep this up anti-fascists 
might find themselves out of a job. 





the new constitution drafted by Nick 
Griffin, Joe Pearce, Ian Anderson and the 
rest of the young guard who ousted Martin 
Webster last year. Their aim, in which they 
succeeded, was to arm themselves with new 
rules to deal more easily than has previously 
been possible with internal opposition to 
their leadership. The whole parcel went 
through virtually on the nod. 

The rest of the day concerned itself with 
decisions to concentrate more on local 
campaigning issues, ‘combating’ anti- 
fascists ‘more effectively’, and refusing to 
recognise the courts when, as is increasingly 
happening, members find themselves facing 
the rigours of the law. 

The impending prosecutions of Joe 
Pearce and Jan Anderson were . much 
discussed in this respect. Pearce’s cheerful 
view was that ‘‘I’ve done bird once and I’ll 


do it again. No problem.’’ Anderson, 
overhearing these remarks, looked 
physically ill. 





LOCAL NF 
ROUTED IN 
NEWCASTLE 


Ex-servicemen and women joined 
hundreds of Newcastle anti- 
fascists recently to clear the nazis 
from the city. Despite Front 
chairman lan Anderson’s claim in 
National Front News that the rally 
had been successful, in fact young 
lan had been forced to escape 
through the back door of a pub 
with his tail between his legs. 

The next time the Front tried to meet in 
the city, four leading members were 
involved in an incident with a young anti- 
fascist trying to trail them to their rally. 
Two were arrested, one of whom was Colin 
Todd, the local NF organiser already on 
bail after being arrested for selling Bulldog 


MENGELE 
MYSTERY 


For the last two months the world’s 
media has turned its attention away 
from day to day matters to gather at 
what is alleged to be the last resting 
place of SS doctor Josef Mengele. 
After two weeks of close 
examination of his bones the 
doctors and Brazilian Police 
announced that these must be the 
remains of The Angel of Death of 
Auschwitz concentration camp. 

The media now say that his son Rolf 
had met his father both in Europe and 
abroad and that other members of the 
family and the family’s business 
associates also knew in detail of the 
monster’s comings and goings. It is 
agreed by most parties that Mengele 
attended his own father’s funeral in 
Bavaria some years ago and took his son 
on a ski-ing holiday in Switzerland. Rolf 
has publicly denounced his father’s 
views and crimes and says that his father 
/was unrepentant to the end. 

But certain inconsistencies have arisen 
in the published reports. First of all we 
are told that Mengele had no links with 
the Odessa network, the chain of nazi 
and neo-nazi contacts set up to save the 
old guard and, most of all, top level SS 
war criminals from prosecution. But 
then they go on to claim that it was one 
of the top men in Odessa, Hans Ulrich 
Rudel, who fixed up a secure place in 
Paraguay for the doctor. 

Secondly why is it that Mengele’s 
lawyer, one of his most trusted and 
closest associates and to a real degree a 
Mengele look alike, was still travelling 
the world posing as Mengele six months 
after his alleged death. 

Thirdly some of the medical reports 
appear to suggest that certain damage to 
the bones exhumed may have been done 
after death. These would appear at first

at the football ground. They have been 
charged with grievous bodily harm. 

The police tracked down the Front in a 
church hall booked under an assumed 
name. The priest and the police decided to 
close down the meeting after finding a 
walkie talkie stolen from the attacked anti- 


examination to be the old wounds 
Mengele received during and before the 
war. 

Some sceptics are asking why it is that 
whenever the authorities get close to 
their nazi quarry, the man_ most 
conveniently ‘‘pops off’’. 

A while back Walter Rauff was traced 
to Chile and interviewed by World in 
Action. He became the centre of 
attention of nazi hunters from all over 
the world and plans were afoot to snatch 
him or kill him. Rauff one of the top 
five senior SS war criminals had run the 
mobile gas chambers in Eastern Europe 
before the death camps went into their 
production of death on a much larger 
scale. Within a few months of the 
interview Rauff, a man of sound health, 
was supposedly dead and in his grave. 
Some nazi hunters think he just moved 
to the north of Chile to Colonia 
Digiadad, a-nazi redoubt since World 
War Two which even survived the 
Socialist Government of Allende. 

Moving closer to home it is now very 
clear that the files that are being 
withheld on Mengele in this country are 
British Military Intelligence material. It 
is almost sure that we had him and let 
him go. Who interceded on his behalf is 
still to be put on the record but it has 
become clear since Neal Ascherson’s 
article appeared in the Observer on June 
30 that a very clear line runs between 
British Rightists and Dr Mengele’s 
mentor, Dr Otmar Von Verschuer. Born 
in 1886, he was one of the Third Reich’s 
leading racial theorists. He was 
appointed a year after Hitler came to 
power to a professorship at the 
University of Frankfurt on Main. 

An ardent nazi, who in his inaugural 
speech praised Hitler for being the first 
statesman to recognise genetics as a 
necessity to State and Folk he went on to 
specialise in research into the ‘‘Jewish 
Question’’. Mengele was one of his prize 
students and was later promoted to full 
staff status by the professor. 

Once Mengele was given his head to 


fascist.

experiment on vast numbers of children 
at Auschwitz it was Verschuer who was 
sent the results of that hideous research 
for greater examination at Frankfurt.

The remains of 
children injected with typhoid and other 
diseases were also passed on. 

In 1945 Mengele was on the run but 
the professor kept his position and 
moved on to the University of Munster 
in Westphalia. Some years later he was 
given a place as an honorary advisory 
editor to Mankind Quarterly, the racist 
magazine produced by Robert Gayre, a 
close associate of the man whom Reagan 
finds so praiseworthy, Roger Pearson. 
Two years ago Gayre was made a mem- 
ber of the controlling body of WISE. 

Members of Parliament might do well 
to ask about Gayre’s job at the end of 
the Second World War. It could prove 
very revealing. 

When Searchlight rang Robert Gayre 
at his home on the Isle of Man, he was 
unable to explain how Von Verschuer 
had wound up on his editorial advisory 
board. He suggested he may have been 
brought in by Ruggles Gates, another 
looney racial geneticist. We suggested to 
Gayre that it was most odd that he, as 
publisher and editor of Mankind 
Quarterly, should not know who had 
appointed people to his advisory board. 
It is alittle late to ask Ruggles Gates as 
he has been conveniently dead for some 
years. 

But maybe the explanation is that 
Robert Gayre recognised Von 
Verschuer’s name from his in-iray when, 
at the end of the war, he was in charge of 
religious affairs and education for the 
British and American zones of 
Germany. Although Gayre claims he 
was based in London to conduct the 
restoration of the German church and 
educational system, it would be odd if he 
had not been aware of the 
reappointment of top nazi professors. 








After Searchlight, in a_ recent 
interview on TV-AM, accused the 
National Front and its vice 
chairman, Nick Griffin, of co- 
operating with convicted Italian 
terrorists, Griffin and Front boss 
lan Anderson sent their latest 
errand boy, the recently convicted 
Martin Wingfield, rushing round to 
the TV studio with a letter of 
complaint. In it they accused 
Searchlight of lying and complained 
that they had not been given 
screen time to reply. 


Well, everything comes to those who 
wait. Four weeks later Mr Griffin indeed 
appeared on the screens of several million 
viewers of ITV’s News at Ten. Griffin, who 
has for so long and so loudly disclaimed any 
contact with Italian terrorists, was filmed 
coming and going from the home of 
Michael Walker, a former Front officer, in 
Warwick Square, Victoria. 

But who should be seen coming and 
going with his own door key to the same 
flat, but Roberto Fiore, a_ recently 
convicted Italian terrorist. Griffin has since 
been unavailable for comment. 

At least the Ipswich Evening News, 
which in the past has turned an apparent

blind eye to the criminality of the local NF 
members, had the good grace to point out 
to readers the worthlessness of Griffin’s 
earlier denials of our original disclosures 
about his connections. 

Griffin is experiencing other problems on 
his home patch in Suffolk and Cambridge- 
shire, where he runs the local National 
Front. Conservative councillor Tim Alban 
is incensed at the material the Front have 
been sending him. It includes Holocaust 
News number 2, currently being sold and 
distributed by the NF through their 
Croydon headquarters. The councillor, 
who serves on the local police committee, 
thinks the material is likely to be actionable 
under the Race Relations Act and is passing 
it to the appropriate authorities. 

In Bury St Edmunds, Griffin’s local

branch organiser and thug, James 
Fennessy, 24, and his younger brother Alan 
were convicted of a violent assault on a 
black American airman. They had attacked 
him because he dared to go shopping with 
his white wife in the same shop as the 
Fennessys. Alan was fined £75 for kicking 
the airman and James got a measly 28 days. 

The court heard that James Fennessy had 
a string of convictions for theft and other 
offences. He was sentenced after three 
weeks on remand while magistrates 
gathered reports with a view to a custodial 
sentence. 

Searchlight draw attention to Fennessy 
after he threatened local anti-fascists with 
arson and assault. On that occasion local 
magistrates cleared him. They seemed more 
concerned about whether a local anti-fascist 
woman was a member of CND than about 
the fire bomb attack on her home and the 
threats to her and her family. 





TOLKIEN: FRONT HIJACK 
ATTEMPT SLAMMED 


The latest rebuff to the intellectual 
pretensions of the National Front has 
come from a surprising quarter: the 
Tolkien Society. The members of the 
Society may be more accustomed to 
admiring the imaginary worlds and 
magical mythology created by the 
English writer J.R.R. Tolkien. 
However, they have shown themselves 
quick to react to the threat of fascism. 


For some time the National Front has 
been trying to present itself as the true 
inheritors of the British cultural tradition. 
Its booklists constantly advertise 
publications on Celtic mythology and 
Norse gods. Recently, the NF publication 
New Nation has tried to claim Tolkien as 
one of its own, and has recommended 


Lord of the Rings as a racist 
“‘masterpiece’’, containing a ‘‘racial 
message’’. 


However, the Tolkien society has acted 
firmly to prevent this attempt to subvert the 
late Tolkien to the racist cause. In a long 
letter to Searchlight, Brin Dunsire, 


chairman of the Society, has taken the 
trouble to point out the distortions in the 
NF’s reading of Tolkien. Similarly Jessica 
Yates, who has been a member of the 
Society for ten years and who is a children’s 
book reviewer, has written to us at length, 
protesting at ‘‘the fascist misinterpretation 
of Lord of the Rings’’. 


Angered 


The article, which angered these leading 
admirers of Tolkien, was by Paul Comben 
and appeared in the sixth issue of New 
Nation. It started with the claim that ‘‘the 
works of J.R.R. Tolkien have always been 
popular with white racialists throughout the 
world’’, and then proceeded to read racist 
meanings into Tolkien’s mythological 
world. It even attempted to explain away 
Tolkien’s manifest lack of anti-semitism, 
which is a drawback in any fascist hero of 
culture. According to Comben, Tolkien 
would have been an anti-semite, if he had 
not been ‘‘muddled by the Establishment’’ 
and ‘‘had he been aware of what Zionist 
Jews were doing to his ‘noble northern 


spirit’.’’ 

There is no need for us to detail the 
distortions and inaccuracies of the New 
Nation piece: Mr Dunsire and Ms Yates 
have performed this service admirably. 
Both dismiss out of hand, the notion of 
Tolkien as a would-be anti-semite. Ms 
Yates, citing both Tolkien’s published texts 
and his private letters, shows that Tolkien 
“detested the misinterpretation of Norse 
mythology under the nazis’; and she 
concludes that ‘‘as a Christian, Tolkien 
could not have supported any racist 
campaigns’’. 

The Tolkien Society is to be applauded 
for its prompt action to ensure that the NF 
does not hijack Tolkien. It would have been 
easy for them to have ignored the NF’s ugly 
intrusion into their world. Other genuine 
folklorist or cultural groups should follow 
their example. There is evidence that such 
groups are a target for fascists. The Sunday 
People (16 June) reported that neo-nazis 
had attempted to infiltrate the Merlin 
Research Project, which specialists in 
studying the legends of King Arthur and 
Merlin. Again quick action was taken to 
ensure that the fascists did not succeed in 
taking over perfectly respectable, and 
seemingly unworldly, groups, for their own 
ends. 
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TOLKIEN SOCIETY 
HITS BACK AT 
‘“RACIST’ LABEL 


Dear Sir, 

| was most depressed to see, in the winter 1984 
issue of the National Front’s magazine New 
Nation, an article by one Paul Comben entitled 
‘Tolkien — Ring-bearer for Racial Nationalism’, 
in which the author draws selectively on the 
themes and images of J.R.R. Tolkien's 
imaginative writings (in particular, The Lord of 
the Rings) to show that the thinking NF member 
has Tolkien’s indirect support for his racialist and 
nationalist beliefs. 

Whatever were the political views of the late 
Professor Tolkien, one thing is absolutely 
certain; he would have been angered and 
saddened by any attempt to pray in aid his books 
for propagandist point-scoring. However, since 
the claims have been made, it is for us, his 
readers and admirers to challenge and refute 
them where necessary, on their own ground. 

Comben begins by pronouncing, ‘‘Any NF 
member reading Tolkien’s major works could not 
fail to see their racial message’’. Doubtless so; in 
a book as large and complex as The Lord of the 
Rings you can be reasonably sure of finding 
whatever you are /ooking for. | have seen it 
quoted by both pro- and anti-nuclear 
campaigners. Here, Comben goes on to 
emphasise that ‘’the great and good nations of 
Men on Middle-earth’ are all white — either 
‘Nordic’ white like the Rohirrim, or 
‘Mediterranean’ white like the NUmenoreans and 
Gondorians — and concerned with purity of 
blood and racial heritage. Well, this latter is 
simply not borne out by the evidence from the 
Rohirrim episodes; and although there are a few 


references to ‘the blood of Westernesse’’, “one 
of lesser and alien race’, and the like, in 
connection with the kingdom of Gondor, it is 
emphatically not the case that the decline of that 
realm (or indeed of its island predecessor, 
Ndmenor) was brought about by the corruption 
of ‘‘pure blood’’, as Comben implies. The very 
line of the Kings could be traced back to an 
Elf/Human ‘‘mixed marriage’; furthermore, in 
the only civil war ever fought on something like 
racial lines in Gondor, it was the usurper 
“nearest by blood to the crown’’ who proved 
cruel and unfit to rule, and the child of another 
mixed marriage who gained the sympathy of the 
populace, Tolkien, and ourselves. In the action 
of The Lord of the Rings itself, it is the 
aristocratic warrior Boromir who makes the 
overtly racialist statements — ‘These Elves and 
half-Elves and Wizards, they would come to grief 
perhaps ... But each to his own kind. True- 
hearted Men, they will not be corrupted’’ (my 
emphasis, but noted by many). It is also he who 
falls prey to temptation and pride, and fails in his 
duty. His brother Faramir is altogether more 
pacific, although no less courageous, and 
marries ‘‘a wild shieldmaiden of the North’; but 
it is in him, not his racially-proud brother, that 
“the blood of Westernesse runs nearly true’, as 
Gandalf says to Pippin. It seems that if ‘pure 
blood’ is capable of determining character in 
Tolkien’s world, it is more likely to produce a 
tolerant and compassionate personality. 

It is true that Tolkien’s evil creatures are often 
dark in appearance — naturally! We are dealing 
with fairly simple moral symbolism most of the 
time. But it is wholly unjustified to say that 
“Tolkien equates mongrelisation with evil and 
chaos” simply because of a few references to 
‘genetic’ corruption in the breeding of Orcs. 
“‘Mongrelisation” is unnatural, an aspect of evil 
in Tolkien’s cosmos, and not a major one at that; 
there is no social or political ‘‘message’’ to be 
gleaned from it. 

It was inevitable that the enemies of Tolkien’s 
quasi-Europe should come out of the South and 
East and look different; he could not have 
written it any other way: ““A man of the north- 
west of the Old World will set his heart and the 
action of his tale in an imaginary world of that air 


. . with the Shoreless Seas of his innumerable 
ancestors to the West, and the endless lands 
(out of which his enemies mostly come) to the 
East’ (1955 letter to W.H. Auden). 

| have little quarrel, for myself, with Comben’s 
brief and superficial examination of the ‘Warrior 
Ethos”, ‘’True Nobility’, and ‘‘Love of Nature’; 
most such journalism about Tolkien's writings is 
shallow and tendentious. But suddenly to 
conclude a section about industrialisation and 
environmental destruction with a wholly 
gratuitous ‘’Just as with racial pollution’ leaves 
little doubt what point Mr Comben wishes us to 
remember. 

He concludes by asking us to accept that 
Tolkien’s plain and fervent anti-racialist 
statements in his published Letters are not really 
reliable ‘‘once one understands that Tolkien was 
politically very naive duped by the 
Establishment liars in much the same way as 
other people’. (In fact, far from being naive, 
Tolkien was quite cynical and contemptuous 
about politics.) If, says Comben, Tolkien had 
been aware of the Marxist-Zionist conspiracy 
(beloved of the NF, but apparently existing only 
in their collective imagination), he would not 
have said in 1938, in answer to a request from a 
German publisher for a certificate of non-Jewish 
origin, ‘‘| have many Jewish friends and should 
regret giving any colour to the notion that | 
subscribed to the wholly pernicious and 
unscientific race-doctrine’’ (in my submission, 
conclusively disposing of Mr Comben’s entire 
argument). Mr Comben may write his own 
fantasies about Tolkien’s probable beliefs ‘if 
black were white’ (so to speak); as far as | can 
see, his main argument is selective, inconsistent 
and fallacious, and therefore typical of one with 
propaganda in mind. 

| have to say that these are not necessarily the 
views of the Tolkien Society or its Committee, 
although | suspect that they would be shared by 
most of my colleagues. | am grateful to 
Searchlight for bringing this damaging article to 
our notice.

HOOK, LINE AND STINKER 


ISN'T it amazing just how greedily some 
local papers will swallow any old load of 
cobblers that’s fed to them, especially if 
they can cobble up (so to speak) a lurid front 
page headline from it. 

A case in point is the Southampton Reporter 
which has been thoroughly stitched up by 
Column 88 ‘Security Chief’ Les ‘Lutz’ 
Vaughan, who has been on the receiving 
end of some pretty irritating publicity 
recently from Searchlight and The Observer. 

As we noted last month, one of 
Vaughan’'s favourite little ploys when 
people begin asking awkward questions 
about his nazi activities is to hint darkly that 
he is actually engaged in covert work for the 
security services. Of course, if this were 
true, he wouldn’t dream of mentioning it to 
any old reporter who darkened his door 
with a few difficult questions. But that 
doesn’t stop some from swallowing his 
tales hook, line and proverbial sinker. 

In a “Reporter Exclusive’, Southampton 
Reporter journalist Andrew McKenna 
“probes the mystery background of a 
professional infiltrator’’. It’s all pretty purple 
stuff: a screeching headline taking up most 
of the front page, “How | broke neo nazi 
terror”, and the rest of the page taken up by 
sub-headings like “Britain's most talked 
about Private Eye (sic) speaks out”, “I 
worked from the inside for ‘official’ client” 
and “Mystery backer known as the London 
Link’. 

His claim, lapped up by the eager Reporter 
— is simple. “| am not a nazi — | am an 
infiltrator” and he asks us to believe that for 
years he has been infiltrating right-wing 
groups on behalf of a mysterious ‘official’ 
London client. ‘Whatever | have been 
involved in has collapsed soon afterwards” 
he says, citing as an example the ill-fated 
National Democratic Party of the early 
1970s. 

Now this really is a whopper. The NDP 
collapsed, it is true, after sterling infiltration 
work. But the culprits were connected to 
Searchlight and certainly did not include Les 
Vaughan. 


Perhaps he also has in mind Anthony 
Reed Herbert’s British Democratic Party, 
exposed by World In Action in 1981 for 
running a gun smuggling ring in which 
Vaughan too was implicated. But again it 
was nothing to do with him: on this 
occasion the medal goes to Searchlight 
‘mole’ Ray Hill who led them all such a 
merry dance. Vaughan was caught boasting 
that “No organisation | have been involved 
with has ever been infiltrated or penetrated 
in any way” — words which were duly 
taped and broadcast to World /n Action's ten 
million viewers. 

Another odd claim is that he “gave up 
political intrigue’’ three years ago after his 
marriage collapsed. This is another fib. He 
did indeed go to ground soon after the World 
In Action show, but the reason, as told to 
genuine infiltrator Ray Hill, was rather 
different. Unlike the BDP’s hapless boss 
Reed Herbert, he said, “I don’t want to end 
up in exile in Ireland”.

LEGIONNAIRE’S DISEASE 


LAST month, in an entirely different 
connection, we had cause to remark how a 
sharp bump on the head can bring even-the 
silliest of people to their senses. Well, if a 
simple bump can do the trick, reflect upon 
the effects that repeated batterings by 
French Foreign Legion sergeants are 
claimed to have had upon the general 
outlook of former Blackburn NF organiser 
Andrew Wells. 

He skipped to France two years ago to 
dodge prosecution arising out of his routine 
functions as a Front branch official — 
physical attacks on a couple of Asian taxi 
drivers. Despite a police announcement at 
the time that they were dropping the 
charges, officers were waiting on the 
dockside when he returned recently for a 
spot of leave. 

As a result, he found himself in the dock 
at Blackburn Crown Court, where he 
pleaded guilty to two charges of actual 
bodily harm, and one of receiving a stolen 
television set — part of the haul from a 
£3,500 Ambleside burglary. 


His luck was in: the recorder Mr Tony 
Ensor let him off with a suspended sentence 
after hearing a tear jerking description from 
defence counsel of the road to Damascus 
conversion which had been wrought on the 
previously misguided Wells by two year’s 
service in the Legion. He was, the court 
heard, thoroughly ashamed of his earlier 
convictions and had “lost his aggression”. 
He was no longer a racist and working with 
many nationalities in the Legion had given 
him a much more liberal attitude”. 

“My sergeant in the Legion is an Indian” 
he told a reporter, “and | have a lot of 
respect for him. We get on really well”. 

But then, you’d have to be pretty dumb 
not to, wouldn't you?

REAGAN AND THE RIGE 


Searchlight looks at some 
of the strange figures 
plugged into the White House. 


With the increasing efforts of the 
American far right to develop a 
‘private’ foreign policy and 
implement it through the use of 
fund raising lobby groups and 
mercenaries, concern is beginning 
to mount about some of the 
characters involved and the way 
they seem to have access to the 
highest levels in the diplomatic, 
government and business worlds. 


Amongst their main preoccupations, 
which have been reported in Searchlight in 
recent months, is the campaign to equip the 
‘Contra’ rebels who are fighting to 
overthrow Nicaragua’s elected Sandinista 
government. 

The latest of these operations is the 
Moonie-inspired Nicaraguan Freedom 
Fund, announced only last May, which 
enjoys the sponsorship of a coterie of 
influential individuals. 


Key figure 


Set up to raise $14 million for the ‘Contras’, 
its chairman is former Treasury secretary 
William Simon, and its four person 
executive board includes writer Michael 
Novak and anti-feminist Midge Decter. 
Prominent supporters include America’s 
former UN ambassador Jeanne Kirkpatrick 
and former member of Congress and 
ambassador Clare Luce Boothe. Their 
declared aim is to raise finance for 
‘humanitarian aid’ to the Honduras-based 
rebels. 

Several members of this same group can 
be found orbiting around any number of 
official and unofficial bodies with easy 
access to the Reagan White House; so much 
so, in fact, that the pro-‘Contra’ operations 
have begun to look increasingly like 
covertly sponsored White House projects, 
vitally necessary particularly while official 
‘humanitarian aid’ for the rebels hung so 
precariously in the balance before Congress 
caved-in to Reagan’s demands for funds. 

A key figure is Michael Novak whose 
intriguing record recently came under close 
examination in Le Nation. 

A Slovak immigrant, he has a 
disturbingly ambivalent attitude on the 
question of war crimes committed in 
Slovakia by the nazi puppet regime during 
the war. Till recently editor of the Slovak 
League of America’s journal Slovakia, he 
allowed it to be used as a platform for a 
number of apologies for the mass scale 
atrocities carried out by the nazis. In 1980, 
for example, he carried an article by 
Stanislaw Kirschbaum which argued that 
the Tiso government of Slovakia did show 
“‘certain authoritarian characteristics’’ but 
that it ‘‘looked after its non-Jewish citizens 
through planned economic and _ social 
development’’. Although the regime 
introduced Aryanisation and deported 
thousands of Jews to death camps in

Poland, ‘‘these policies found both support 
and opposition in Slovakia. The 
Aryanisation policy was introduced shortly 
after independence (sic) and was voted on 
by the Slovak parliament in response to a 
mood that existed in public circles’’. 

The Tiso regime, which Novak thus helps 
to whitewash, had deported half the 
country’s Jews to their deaths by 1942. 
When the war ended, 83 per cent of Slovak 
Jews had perished in the death camps. 

Novak’s predecessor as Slovakia editor 
was none other than Jozef Pauco, who cut 
his journalistic teeth as editor of Tiso’s 
government newspaper (coincidentally also 
called Slovakia) till the end of the war. And 
the father of Stanislaw Kirschbaum, whose 
work Novak is so approving of, was 
General Secretary of Tiso’s Hlinka Party. 

But Novak’s post war standing is high 
and the Cold War soon saw him in place on 
the Board of International Broadcasting 
which runs the propaganda station Radio 
Liberty. 

Even then, he caused embarrassment 
when he appeared in front of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to defend 
Radio Liberty against charges that it was 
beaming anti-semitic material to Eastern 
Europe. In particular he defended 
broadcasts which apparently whitewashed 
the role of locally recruited SS units in the 


Ukraine — units which had been 
responsible for mass murder and 
deportations. 

Millionaires 


Sitting with him on the Board of 
International Broadcasting was another 
man whose name keeps popping up in right 
wing connections: Peter Grace, a 
millionaire right-winger who headed 
President Reagan’s Private Sector Survey 
on Waste, a freebooting examination of 
ways in which public expenditure could be 
cut. Both men also play a leading role in the 
respectable sounding Lay Commission on 
Catholic Teaching and the US Economy, 
set up to prepare a right-wing response to 
an expected draft pastoral letter from 
America’s Catholic bishops, on the moral 
implications of American capitalism. It was 
anticipated the Bishops would have sharp 
words for the social policies pursued by the 
Reagan administration. 

And, curiously, also involved on the ‘Lay 
Commission’ are William Simon and Clare 





Luce Boothe — both colleagues of Novak 
in the Moonie-sponsored Nicaraguan 
Freedom Fund. 

Grace is an odd figure to find in official 
bodies, or ones with which the White House 
is so obviously linked. In 1982, as head of 
the Grace Commission on Waste, he caused 
a storm with his racist views about 
Hispanics: ‘‘900,000 Puerto Ricans live in 
New York’’ he told a Texas audience, ‘‘and 
they’re all on food stamps . . . so the food 
stamp program is basically a Puerto Rican 
program’’. When the storm broke he 
claimed it had been a slip of the tongue — 
but in fact he had illustrated his speech with 
a chart headed ‘‘Puerto Rican Food 
Stamps’’. 

Grace is not openly connected with the 
Nicaraguan Freedom Fund campaign being 
conducted by his Lay Commission 
colleagues, but he does appear to have the 
odd iron of his own in the fire. 

For some years he has been one of the 
principal backers of his ‘‘great friend’’ 
Lewis E. Lehrman, another millionaire 
right-winger who failed in an attempt to be 
elected mayor of New York in 1982. 
Lehrman recently launched his own widely 
publicised operation to aid not just the 
‘Contras’ but other right wing insurgent 
forces currently receiving covert or open 
support from the US government.

ratic International’ in Angola. 


In early June he was pictured at the 
launch of the Democratic International, in 
the l’Unita controlled village of Jamba in 
Angola, along with representatives of the 
‘Contras’, Ghulam Wardah of the Afghan 
mujahideen, and guerrillas from Laos. Also 
present were a number of South Africans. 

The meeting was organised under the 
auspices of Lehrman’s Citizens for 
America, which until now had focused its 
efforts on winning Congressional support 
for the ‘Contras’. According to the New 
York Times, ‘‘He has access to top level 
aides in the White House’’. 


“Kitchen cabinet” 


This closeness is perhaps confirmed by the 
fact that the very idea to set up Citizens for 
America came from Jacqueline Hume, a 
member of the ‘‘kitchen cabinet’’ of right 
wing Californian industrialists who 
originally took Ronald Reagan under their 
wing, backing and guiding his political 
career. Another ‘‘cabinet’’ member, 
millionaire brewer Joseph Coors, sits on the 
Citizens for America executive, and 
Lehrman himself claims that he took the 
leadership of the organisation at the 
personal request of Ronald Reagan. 

Lehrman’s mentor, Peter Grace, besides 
his 1982 food stamps outburst, more 
recently courted controversy by giving a 
lengthy interview to Spotlight, the anti- 
semitic paper of Willis Carto’s Liberty 
Lobby, visiting the paper’s Washington 
headquarters to answer questions from 
managing editor Vincent Ryan, assistant 
editor Trisha Katson, and financial writer 
George Nicholas. 

Grace has a second connection to Central 
American operations through the 
Americares Foundation, described as a 
private humanitarian foundation but in

‘TREASON’ OF THE 
NAZI HUNTERS 


MICHAEL Novak, well placed 
though he is, is not the only 
right-wing emigre who enjoys 
excellent connections to the Reagan 
administration. In fact, East 
European emigre organisations as 
such are a vital constituency in the 
far right coalition which sustains 
Reagan in office. As such, they have 
considerable political clout in the 
White House. 

But a number of their key individuals 
have roots in the sinister collaborationist 
groups which welcomed the nazi 
invasion of the Soviet Union in 1941. 
Indeed, many went so far as to work 
alongside or within the SS as it deported 
Jews, tortured anti-nazi partisans and 
terrorised civilian populations. Some of 
these have been coming under scrutiny 
in recent months, especially in the pages 
of the weekly Voice. 

Dr Lev Dobriansky is President 
Reagan’s ambassador to the Bahamas 
and enjoys a warm welcome at the White 
House. He is chairman of the Ukrainian 
Congress Committee of America and the 
Captive Nations Committee Inc., and 
can deliver important political support 
to Reagan. But he is also intimately 
connected to the World Anti- 
Communism League which he helped set 
up, and campaigns tirelessly for a 
rewriting of history which would 
whitewash the role of the Organisation 
of Ukrainian Nationalists (OUN) led by 
Stepan Bandera during the war. 
Wholeheartedly backing the nazi 
occupation of the Ukraine, OUN 
declared that ‘‘The Jews in the Soviet 
Union are the most dependable 
underpinning of the ruling Bolshevist 
regime ... the OUN opposes the Jews 
as a pillar of the Muscovite-Bolshevist 
regime.’’ 


Energetically seizing the opportunity 
to carry these views into practice, OUN 
allowed itself to be integrated into the 
German Abwehr spy apparatus, forming 
volunteer divisions in Poland and 
Austria. 

Bandera’s most important lieutenant 
in all this was a young Ukrainian called 
Yaroslav Stetsko — later to help 
Dobriansky launch WACL, and another 
welcome visitor to both President 
Reagan and Vice-President George Bush 
at the White House. Installed in 1941 as 
Prime Minister of the ‘Independent 
Republic of the Ukraine’, Stetsko is now 
chairman of the Anti-Bolshevik Bloc of 
Nations, a WACL affiliate, and sits with 
his close collaborator Lev Dobriansky 
on the editorial board of Ukrainian 
Quarterly. 

In a dispute over jurisdiction in the 
occupied territories, Stetsko was 
imprisoned by the Germans, although it 
was officially designated ‘‘honorary 
arrest’’ and his treatment was not 
exactly uncomfortable. Outside, his men 
were gleefully taking part, with the SS 
Einsatzgruppen, in the pogroms and 
deportations which decimated East 
European Jewry. 

In late 1944, OUN ‘“‘prisoners’’ were 
released to join the nazis’ desperate 
defence against the advancing Red 
Army. Shortly after the war’s end 
Stetsko and Bandera set themselves up 
in Munich as leaders of the Anti- 
Bolshevik Bloc of Nations, though at 
that point entry to the US was forbidden 
to them: OUN had been declared an 
‘inimical organisation’ guilty of 
collaborating with the nazis. 

Bandera later died in mysterious 
circumstances, allegedly assassinated by 
the Soviet Union, but exile for Stetsko 
and many others did not last long. As

which he has played a leading role in 
channelling more than $15 million to the 
region. Much of this, it is claimed, has gone 
to hospitals and clinics in El Salvador, but 
substantial funds are known to have 
reached ‘Contra’ forces in Honduras. And 
over $3 million in Americares aid to 
Guatemala has gone directly to its armed 
forces. 

Americares ‘aid’ is reaching Central 
America with the knowledge and 
acknowledged help of the Knights of Malta, 
an ancient, secretive, freemasonic type of 
society which counts many of the world’s 
most powerful men amongst its members. 
The Knights’ role in moving equipment and 
material into Central America was admitted 
to the Washington Post last December by 
the Order’s main representatives in 
Honduras and El Salvador. Its chairman in 
Honduras also owns estates in Guatemala 
and is reported to have lent them to the CIA 
in 1960 to train right-wing Cubans for the 
ill-fated Bay of Pigs invasion. 

The Knights claim their work in the 
region is of an entirely philanthropic 
nature, but at least one overtly mercenary 
set-up claims to have used the Knights’ 
facilities to move material to El Salvador. 
Former General Heine Aderholt, head of 
the Air Commando Association, and linked 
to Robert K. Brown’s Soldier of Fortune 
mercenary operation in Central America, 
claimed that he had used the Knights of 
Malta warehouses in El Salvador to store 
deliveries of ‘‘food and medicine’’.

the cold war gathered momentum they 
were allowed to settle in the US along 
with any number of war criminals who 
were being cynically recruited to the 
anti-Soviet cause. 

Both Stetsko and Dobriansky set up 
shop in America, recruiting into their 
emigre groups men like Radislaw 
Ostrowsky who had led the Belarus 
Brigade, the pro-nazi murder gangs in 
Byelorussia. They quickly established 
themselves as de facto leaders of 
America’s mushrooming emigre 
communities. 

But they can’t forget their pasts, nor 
forgive the verdict that history has 
passed on their wartime activities. Their 
main voice, the magazine Ukrainian 
Quarterly, regularly heaps praise on 
their collaborationist efforts. 

And more recently it has been one of 
the most strident voices in the campaign 
to discredit the efforts of the Office of 
Special Investigations, charged with 
hunting down war criminals in the US. 
As a number of individuals have had to

@ COLOUR BAR AT LABOUR CLUB 


A social club in Birmingham operated a colour 
bar. The Aston Manor Labour Club and 
Institute has been ordered to pay £500 damages, 
the maximum possible. In addition, the club was 
ordered te pay costs of the case, estimated at 
over £1,000. 

Birmingham County Court heard how Mrs 
Amelia Humpherson, (41), went to the club with 
six white friends. Two of them were signed in, 
but when Mrs Humpherson entered the lobby, 
the doorman stared at her, and fetched club 
officials. Judge Gordon Wooton said: 

‘*We have all been disturbed by this case. We 
consider that the plaintiff’s feelings were very, 
very, seriously hurt’’. 

The club was found to have unlawfully 
discriminated against Mrs Humpherson under 
the 1976 Race Relations Act. (Birmingham 
Evening Mail 26.6.85.) 
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@ ASIAN EXHIBITION ATTACKED 


An exhibition in Blackburn, showing aspects of 
Asian life, has been vandalised by fascists. 
Photographs were scratched, defaced and torn, 
and a National Front sticker was left behind. The 
exhibition, produced by a group of young 
Asians, was damaged only days after going on 
display at Blackburn Town Hall. 
Schoolchildren at local schools, including 
Darwen Vale High, have been handed leaflets by 
the Young National Front.

face extradition on charges of wartime 
atrocities so the fury of journals like 
Ukrainian Quarterly has been rising. 
They have denounced OSI investigations 
as ‘‘treason’’ and ‘‘an attack upon the 
Open Society’. 

In all of this, their hysterical voices 
proclaiming the innocence of those 
accused have not gone unheard in the 
White House: Reagan’s 
Communications Director Pat 
Buchanan has mad common cause with 
them and launched a vitriolic attack on 
the OSI. Attorney General Edwin 
Meese, also benefiting from strong 
emigre connections, is also thought to 
support their demands for winding up 
the OSI’s work. 

After Ronald Reagan’s absurd 
genuflection in their direction by visiting 
Bitburg earlier this year, it will come as 
no surprise at all if Hitler’s former 
friends get their own way on this as well.

WEST GERMANY 


Nazis disrupt exile 
rally 


Young neo-nazis disrupted West 
German Chancellor Kohl’s speech at a 
Silesian exile convention and loudly 
shouted slogans during his allusion to 
German resistance to Hitler and his call 
for reconciliation with the Poles now 
living in the territory from which 
Germans were expelled at the end of 
the Second World War. 

While the Hitler-saluting youths assured 
themselves television coverage, they did not 
meet with approval from most of the exile 
audience, and journalists present reported 
angry denunciation of the hecklers by 
elderly Silesians, who are usually loyal to 
Kohl’s Christian Democrats. 


Nazi trial continues 


The trial is continuing of neo-nazis 
Karl-Heinz Hoffman and Franziska 
Birkmann, charged with the 1980 
murder of a Jewish publisher, Shlomo 
Lewin, and his companion, Frida 
Poeschke. 

Hoffman, leader of the banned para- 
military Wehrsportgruppe (WSG), has also 
been accused of responsibility for the 
torture-murder of one of his followers, Kai- 
Uwe Bergmann, in a PLO camp in the 
Lebanon where the German neo-nazis 
trained in the late ’70s. WSG members 
testified that brutal punishments had been 
inflicted on followers who broke 
Hoffman’s ban on smoking, while the 
prominent neo-nazis Arndt-Heinz Marx 
and Michael Kuhnen, who has also been in 
the Lebanon, told the court that his ideas 
had become a joke and that he had held 
discussions with the Soviet Union.

Mass murder of 
Jews denied 


Former deputy chairman of the South 
African Atomic Energy Board Dr Theo 
Schumann has called for the creation 
of a panel of Afrikaners to ‘educate’ 
South Africans that the Holocaust 
never happened. 

Speaking to a conference attended by a 
thousand delegates, organised by the 
rightist Afrikaner Volkswag, Schumann 
denounced ‘‘Jewish monetary powers’’ for 
the ‘‘fable of the six million Jews murdered 
by nazi Germany’’. 


Anti-immigrant 
feeling grows 


Feeling in Switzerland against foreign 
workers is on the rise following a 
recent increase in unemployment. A 
referendum to be put before electors 
calls for a reduction in the immigrant 
population and its sponsor, the rightist 
National Action party, is predicting 
victory. 

National Action has some 9 per cent 
support in opinion polls and although it has 
lost three previous referenda on 
immigration gained 46 per cent support in 
1970 for its call for compulsory 
repatriation. The party, which has five of 
the 200 seats in parliament, denies that it is 
racist but uses the usual rhetoric of 
foreigners ‘‘diluting the cultures that built 
our country’’. It has also taken up 
ecological issues, arguing that a reduction 
of population would have a_ beneficial 
effect on the national environment.

Ed Asner, the actor who plays the 
campaigning newspaper editor, Lou 
Grant, in the American TV series of 
that name, has been placed under 
police protection after his home was 
daubed with slogans threatening to kill 
the ‘‘Jewish Communist pig’’. A 
phone call claimed responsibility for 
the National Socialist Liberation 
Front. 


Massacre victims 
win damages 


Six years after Klansmen and nazis 
shot down demonstrators in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, killing 5 
and wounding 11, a jury has awarded 
nearly $400,000 to the family of one of 
those killed and two of the wounded. 
The eight defendants, however, have 
filed a counterclaim. During the trial 
one of the gunmen, Roland Wayne 
Wood, wore a T-shirt bearing the 
words ‘‘Eat lead, you lousy Red’’. 


‘Soviet spy’, was in 
KKK 


AMERICAN John Walker, recently 
arrested along with other members of 
his family in one of the United States’ 
most damaging spy cases, was formerly 
a state official in the Klu Klux Klan. 

Walker is alleged, over a period of 
years, to have supplied the Soviet Union 
with vast quantities of highly secret naval 
intelligence, which has seriously 
compromised NATO strategy in many 
areas. 

But it has also been revealed that he was a 
State Official in Bill Wilkinson’s Invisible 
Empire Knights of the Klu Klux Klan. 

Curiously, when Walker was in the navy 
himself, serving as a cryptographer on 
nuclear submarines, he actually served 
alongside Bill Wilkinson. Both had 
clearance to handle the most secret signals 
to America’s nuclear fleet. 

Wilkinson’s standing in the Klan was 
undermined three years ago when it became 
known he had been supplying information 
about the KKK to the FBI. 
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ONLY THE LONELY .. 


The devil, as we all know, is a specialist in 
finding jobs for idle hands. The fascists, at 
the moment, have much time to spare. They 
have finally realised that there’s little to be 
gained by writing election manifestos, 
shoving leaflets in letter-boxes and then 
watching another lost deposit find its way 
to the Treasury. And so they must find 
other activities to fill the hours. 

Those fascists, who take an interest in the 
physical side of their politics, aid the devil 
transform the idle hands into active fists. In 
addition there are the intellectual fascists, who 
can read a page of print without moving their 
lips. These sorts of fascists now have more time 
to practise their art of silent reading. 

This month there are two publications to suit 
those fascists who would like to be considered 
brain-boxes. There’s one for the scientific 
boffins and another for the arty types. Thus all 
Nordic tastes are catered for. 

Let us start with the scientists. Issue number 
two of the fascists’ Journal of Applied Alchemy, 
or Holocaust News, as they like to call it, 
continues the task of demonstrating that the 
Holocaust never occurred. This four page paper 
distils the results from the fascist laboratory. 
Experts on gas tell us that it has been 
scientifically proven that no gasses have ever 
existed in the vicinity of Auschwitz. Sickening 
photographs of atrocities are dismissed as being 
“technically impossible especially with regard to 
lighting’’, and so on. 

Pride of place in Holocaust News goes to the 
mathematically minded. A fascist geometer, with 
time playing on an idle brain, decides to calculate 
the base angle and diameter of piles of clothing 
at Treblinka. Another mathematician shows the 
sort of arithmetic ability which sometimes brings 
CSE passes: ‘‘Multiplying the cremator hours 
(43,800) by the number of cremators (100) and 
dividing by the average incineration time (5 
hours) we find that the maximum theoretical 
number of cremations is 876,000’’. The author 
does not state whether the calculations were 
performed long-hand under examination 
conditions, or whether calculators were 
permitted. Anyway, in case the mathematicians 
are getting bored, let Searchlight set them a 
question: If a nazi can goose-step 1.47 meters 
every 2 seconds, how long would it take an NF 


“Anglo-Saxon’s’ 


The press has recently carried a number 
of stories about people making money 
from the sale of ghoulish items, 
including concentration camp shirts, 
Mosley documents and propaganda 
material and the contents of Paul 
Raymond’s now-closed theatre of war, 
with dummies of Hitler and awards 
given to one of his dearest pilots, Rudel. 

But if you want to meet ‘the pits’ you 
should visit the genteel village of Stonleigh in 
Surrey. There you will find Ulric Woodhams, 
a dealer in the misery of countless millions in 
the last war. He deals in nazi regalia, but 
appears from his catalogue to specialise in the 
memorabilia of the death camps, 
Ravensbruck, Sachsenhausen and

So much for the scientists. Aesthetic souls on 
the fascist scene will be rushing to buy Issue 
Number 8 of Scorpion. This forty page effort, 
selling at one and a half pounds per copy, is 
edited by Michael Walker, known for his NF 
connections in Britain and his strange Italian 
chums abroad. As befits a magazine edited by 
Walker, Scorpion has a European look. It is 
modelled on the glossy French magazine 
Nouvelle Ecole, produced by GRECE, which has 
achieved a certain success in promoting the 
intellectual ideas of fascism. Translations from 
French and Italian publications are a speciality in 
Scorpion. 

Right from the start of Scorpion we know that 
we are in the hands of sensitive souls, who are 
beyond the reach of crude mathematics. The 
editorial (which starts with the simpering words 
‘Dear Reader’’) tells us that Scorpion is a 
quarterly which ‘‘appears three times a year’’. It 
concludes by claiming that the editorial board 
“guard a loyalty to our vision of the beautiful’’. 

Romanticism is the theme for the current 
issue, and, like first-year students, the editorial 
board submit their essays on the set theme. Let 
us say right away that some of the pieces deserve 
a gamma plus for effort, and some of the longer 
ones might even sneak into the beta-minus- 
query-minus class, if we’re being extra generous. 

Michael Walker has chosen ‘The Romantic 
Themes’ as his title, at least for his first piece (a 
second essay was also submitted for the 
consideration of the Board of Examiners, but we 
shall come to that in a minute). He has obviously 
attended lectures regularly and taken diligent 
notes. He has read widely, and has remembered 
some of the longer names from his history 
books. These names are dropped regularly with a 
crash: ‘‘A belief in the catastrophe/revolution 
which will change the world is an essential 
component of Romantic feeling; it may be 
political (Petoffi, Manzoni, Shelley) or religious 
(Martin, Turner)’’. Whilst the occasional name- 
dropping crash might be permissible, in order to 
demonstrate that the candidate has done some 
outside reading, the effect over several pages can 
be wearisome. Gamma plus. 

Padraig Cullen, in his paper on ‘Henry 
Williamson: the New European’ admits that his

Mauthausen. The prize item on his latest list 
is the label from a can of Zyklon B poison 
gas, the very stuff used in the gas chambers to 
murder millions of innocent men, women and 
children. 

Ulric Woodhams, who claims to be an 
Anglo-Saxon, told us he had no regret about 
selling the labels at £75 each. As he surrounds 
himself with a number of hard line nazi 
friends we are not surprised at this wretch’s 
attitude towards mankind. 

Woodhams, 30, travels frequently to 
Germany. He has a close association with 
Timothy Danvers, owner of the ‘Soldier of 
Fortune’ shop under the Charing Cross 
arches in London. Danvers and his wife, a 
former JP, sell a multitude of nazi items and 
bomb manuals. The shop now displays 


piece was based on something he wrote ‘‘two 
years ago, whilst studying for my first degree’. 
Mr Cullen traces the literary and _ political 
thought of Henry Williamson, from egg- 
collecting in Lewisham as a boy, through to a 
glorious career as a fascist. Williamson’s ‘‘love 
of England’ and dislike of materialism (‘‘he saw 
that his country would have to turn from the 
path of industrial un-understanding’’), 
according to Cullen, ‘‘eventually took him into 
the British Union of Fascists’’. 

The good points of Cullen’s essay are that it is 
shorter than Walker’s and that, unlike Walker, 
he refrains from quoting pompous phrases, 
which he doesn’t quite understand. He also 
includes a bibliography. I think, because of its 
commendable brevity, we can go as high as a 
beta-minus on this one. Although, on second 
thoughts . . . No, let’s be generous. 

Then we come to Walker’s second, and even 
longer composition: ‘Eros and Chaos: a 
Romantic View of the German Question’. Now 
this really isn’t as good as his first piece. 
Certainly he has tried hard, and there are lots of 
long German words and names crashing down 
regularly. But he’s rather overstretched himself 
and in future essays he should try to cut down on 
the pompously silly assertions: ‘‘All German 
thought is a striving after completion’’. 

There is, in this essay, evidence of 
unoriginality; we won’t go so far as to suggest 
plagiarism. But Walker has obviously been 
sitting next to some older European students and 
picked up some strange ideas about Germany 
and the Third Reich. Also there is a tendency to 
wander off the point with comments about 
“the French Revolution and Masonic 
cosmopolitanism’’, The candidate would be well 
advised to re-write and re-submit at a later date. 

Walker’s praise for romanticism includes the 
statement that ‘‘romantic passion can develop 
into sentimentality’’. This should be borne in 
mind by those advertising their romantic 
inclinations in the small ads of Scorpion: 
‘Single, American male, 27, chivalrous, athletic, 
ex-military officer, high-spirited, loyal, sincere, 
cultured and very good looking; searching for a 
special, high quality lady’’. Or ‘‘Calling all girls: 
is there a nationalist nordic maiden out there 
who would like to write to a blond, blue-eyed 
handsome guy, aged 20?’’ Only the small ads 


deserve an alpha.

LESSONS FROM THE NEWHAM 7 


On 7 April 1984, there was a series of 
attacks on Asian people in Newham by 
white racists driving around in a car. 
These attackers were known to drink in 
the Duke of Edinburgh pub. When 
Asian youths confronted the racists at 
their base, they were arrested and 
subsequently charged with offences 
ranging from conspiracy to affray. 
Three white youths were also charged, 
but with lesser offences. As we go to 
press, the trial of these seven youths at 
the Old Bailey is reaching its final 
stages. Below we print an interview 
with the Secretary of the Newham 7 
Defence Campaign, Unmesh Desai. 


CARF: Can you tell us how the Newham 7 
case differs from that of the Newham 8 and 
Bradford 12? 

Unmesh Desai: Firstly, in the Newham 7 
case, black youths, acting in defence of 
their community, are being tried alongside 
white racists — this was not so in either the 
Bradford 12 or Newham 8, where the cases 
were more clearly between the police and 
black youths. There was no third party. The 
state are attempting to portray this as a 
gang fight — Asian hooligans versus white 
hooligans. 

Secondly, unlike in the two other cases 
you mentioned, the police have admitted all 
along that racist attacks are a problem — 
they even accept that racists drink in the 
Duke of Edinburgh pub. In this way, the 
police have taken away a lot of our 
ammunition. By presenting it as a gang 
fight, they’ve attempted to take themselves 
out of the picture altogether and by-pass 
the whole question of their negligence to 
racist attacks in the area. 


CARF; And what about the campaign? 
How has that differed? 

Unmesh Desai: Certainly the stakes are 
much higher than they were in the Newham

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8. The police are determined to win. 
They’ve got a QC presenting the case, and 
they’ve put us in court No.2 — a high 
security court. We’ve seen paramilitary 
policing tactics, like those used during the 
miners strike, on our demonstrations. At 
the pickets outside the Old Bailey, they’ve 
had the SPG, armed police, horses, dogs, 
videos — the lot. 

During the Newham 8, the police went 
out of their way to deny the existence of 
racist attacks. They’ve learnt a lot since 
then. All the old chief superintendents have 
gone — a younger, much more articulate 
and media-conscious breed of officers has 
stepped in. Community liaison officers 
have actually gone around saying that racist 
attacks are a problem, even admitting, in 
some cases, that police haven’t always 
responded as they should. By doing this, a 
lot of community groups have moved into 
consultation with police. This strategy has 
certainly reaped its dividends for the police 
during the Newham 7 campaign. We’ve 
found that the whole middle ground has 
been taken away from people like us. We’ve 
been marginalised. People keep coming to 
us saying, ‘look the police are doing their 
best, we should help them’. But, in reality, 
nothing has changed. 


CARF: You say that police have attempted 
to treat this as an issue of gang warfare. Did 
the police and the courts treat white youths 
differently from the black youths? 

Unmesh Desai: The police never saw the 
whites as being important to the case. The 
whites were only charged with affray after 
the Asians were charged and have been 
brought in simply to make up the numbers 
and for the reasons I described earlier. 
Although the whites were arrested the day 
the attacks occurred, they were released 
without charge. The Asian youths, on the 
other hand, were subjected to serious 
interrogation and were kept in remand for 
periods ranging from a few weeks to three

or four months. It was only after we went 
to the High Court and got a writ of habeas 
corpus that they were released on bail at all. 
During the trial, the police have even 
brought forward as witnesses some of the 
whites responsible for the racist attacks that 
day. 

All the hostility, all the snide remarks, 
have been directed by the prison officers in 
court towards the black youths. At the end 
of each day the Asian youths have been 
kept in court for up to half-an-hour longer 
than the whites. The courts have been 
reinforcing police perceptions of the black 
youths as ‘the problem’. 

On the very first day of the trial, Parvais 
Khan — who’s Muslim — was brutally 
beaten after refusing to eat a pork pie. A 
prison officer pulled him out of the cell, 
rang the riot bell, and Parvais was attacked 
by some 15 officers and was left with 
multiple bruising and severe facial injuries 
as a result. 


CARF: What has been learnt about the 
police from the trial itself? 

Unmesh Desai: The police have 
contradicted each other over and over 
again. One officer talked of 50 Asians who 
marched like an army to attack the Duke of 
Edinburgh pub. He said he didn’t see a 
single white. Other officers said whites only 
joined in the fighting after the pub had been 
attacked. 

During the trial we’ve also learnt a lot 
about police targeting and surveillance 
methods. Maria Issen, one of the 
prosecution’s main witnesses, admitted 
under cross-examination that she’d been 
asked to spy on the movements of Asian 
boys hanging around the Wimpy bar and, 
in particular, to note their response to racist 
attacks. Why was it Asian youths in the 
Wimpy bar and not white youths in the 
Duke of Edinburgh pub who were under 
surveillance in this way? 


CARF: During the past eighteen months 
you have managed to sustain a pretty 
vigorous campaign, with two national 
demonstrations and pickets at the Old 
Bailey every week. Can you tell us where 
the main support has come from? 
Unmesh Desai: We’ve seen a combination 
of young and old — Afro-Caribbean and 
Asian-community organisation. We’ve had 
support from all over the country, 
particularly from the mining communities. 
But it’s true to say that this campaign has 
been sustained by young people who have 
borne the brunt of police harassment. The 
support from young black women has been 
magnificent and much more than during 
the Newham 8. 

The older folk may not have been there 
so visibly on the pickets, but they have 


supported their children in a number of 
ways. (It’s quite understandable if they’re 
frightened about what’s happening to them 
— some of these youths have been arrested 
three or four times during the course of the 
campaign.) But look at the father of two of 
the defendants, Mr Khan, he has been 
magnificent. He’s there on all the pickets. 
He served in the Second World War — he 
fought for this country — only to find his 
boys criminalised and one son beaten in the 
precincts of the Old Bailey. His 
contribution can’t be measured — he has 
served as a symbol of the continuity of 
struggle. 


CARF: There have been nearly 100 arrests 
so far throughout the campaign — whereas 
during the Newham 8 there were none. 


STOP PRESS’ FOUR members of the Newham 7 were 
subsequently convicted of affray and three acquitted. 


Why? 

Unmesh Desai: When people talk about the 
new Public Order White Paper, which is 
going to curtail our right to organise 
seriously, what they don’t realise is it’s all 
happening now — we’ve seen that during 
the Newham 7 campaign. The police 
deliberately stopped our first march, and 
riot police broke up the second one. In 
terms of the pickets, they’ve decided what 
time to start and finish, and have picked 
out the ‘ring-leaders’ for arrest. When we 
held a vigil outside the Old Bailey recently, 
they even attempted to arrest the whole 
picket! They told us to stop singing because 
we were disturbing the local residents. 
When we pointed out that no one lived in 
the area, the police just went mad. But 
despite these tactics, the kids kept coming 


back in raw defiance, which shows the kind 
of resistance people should expect should 
the new proposals on public order become 
law. 


CARF: What have been the main successes 
of the campaign? 

Unmesh Desai: Despite the police’s 
attempts to portray this case as one of gang 
warfare, everyone, including the press and 
the media, refer to the case as the Newham 
7. Even the prosecution kept slipping up in 
court and referring to the Newham 7. To 
this extent — and whatever the verdict — 
our campaign has been a success. Because 
we have defeated the police line and forced 
the issues of racism and police negligence to 
racist attacks out into the open.

Another black death in custody 
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Harry Roberts, otherwise known to his 
friends as Rush I, was found hanging 
from a lavatory flush bar in a hospital 
cubicle with a knotted sheet around his 
neck. Both his death and the 
subsequent inquest verdict have so far 
attracted little attention — meriting 
only the briefest of write-ups in the 
Manchester papers. But black 
prisoners who have heard of his 
‘suicide’ and who knew him intimately 
are not prepared to let the matter rest. 
CARF has tried to piece together 
something of the life and death of 
Rush I. 

Rush I was a rasta, a talented artist 
with a deep interest in Africa. Whilst 
serving a previous sentence (from 
which he was released in 1982) he 
developed very close ties with other 
black prisoners — _ discussing his 
politics, listening to black music, and 
sharing with them whatever he had. 
His ambition was to go to Africa and 
he painted pictures of Africa from 
postcard photos and gave them to his

fellow inmates for their cell walls. 

Rush I had many admirable 
qualities, but the outstanding one that 
marked him out for his friends was his 
natural resistance. He would never 
compromise with the prison system or 
allow the officers to intimidate him. 
‘“‘Being a rasta’’, said one prisoner, 
‘‘he could expect to be harassed. But 
he would never cower to them; he 
always maintained his principles. 
Rastas, both as individuals and as a 
group, are treated with even more 
disdain and scorn than the average 
black prisoner. Rush I was well aware 
of the racism of the prison system and 
he never hesitated to condemn it’’. 

Two years after being released, Rush 
I was arrested for stabbing a policeman 
and remanded for eight months in 
Strangeways prison. During this time 
he appeared before magistrates, but, in 
keeping with his principles, refused to 
recognise the court or to enter a plea. A 
magistrate, translating this as a sign of 
insanity, referred him to Prestwich 
mental hospital where he was kept for 
the two weeks before his death in its 
security wing. 

Prisoners who knew Rush I feel that 
suicide was quite out of character. ‘‘I 
can believe he refused to recognise the 
court — it’s an act of defiance he was 
well capable of’’, a prisoner said. ‘‘But 
I could never imagine his committing 
suicide. He had too much rebel spirit, 
too much pride, too many ambitions 
and too many dreams to fulfil to do 
anything like that’’. If he did not take 
his life, as his friends believe, who is 
responsible for his death? And if he did 
indeed commit suicide, what forces 
drove this stable, principled and

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respected man to take such a desperate 
step? 

At the inquest it emerged that two 
days before he was found dead, he had 
been ‘‘forcibly restrained and 
drugged’’. Two other black prisoners 
who were victims of prison racism were 
also drugged shortly before their 
deaths — Richard Campbell, who 
choked on his vomit at Ashford 
remand centre in 1980, and Michael 
Martin, who died in similar 


circumstances in Broadmoor last year 
(see Searchlight 120). In both these 
cases, verdicts of ‘‘accidental death 
aggravated by lack of care’’ were 
brought. But, as an ex-prisoner told 
CARF: ‘‘Any prisoner who has been in 
an isolation cell with half-a-dozen or

more screws who have taken a dislike 
to his attitude, or behaviour, or 
mannerisms, or language, or accent, or 
skin colour, will acknowledge that 
there was nothing ‘accidental’ about 
their deaths’’. Cirus Noor, a black 
political activist, who has fallen foul of 
the prison system has recently been 
beaten up and drugged at Wandsworth 
prison. Is he to be the next ‘accident’ 
or suicide? 

The only way to prevent yet more 
black deaths in custody is to make sure 
that not one goes without protest and 
inquiry.

history of the development of 
immigration control. It goes on to 
describe the way the current legislation 
works against women — and 
specifically black women — and the 
campaigns that have been fought to 
expose, change or mitigate the 
harshness of the rules. 

Its appearance is timely, coinciding as it 
does with the European Court’s 
condemnation of Britain for sex 
discrimination in its treatment of foreign 
husbands — a decision that owes much to 
groups like WING and their campaigning. 
However, since the decision has forced the 
government to make a commitment to 
equalise treatment of men and women 
under the rules, this book will have a very 
short life as a guide to the current rules. It 
will still stand, though, as a history of the 
laws and as a monument to the thousands 
of women whose campaigns helped to 
change the law, as well as a clear indictment 
of the racism which finds its expression in 
the immigration and nationality laws.

Bradford Sikhs attacked 


Three Sikhs were racially abused, then attacked 
by three racist thugs who wielded broken bottles 
and glasses outside a Bradford pub. About five 
other thugs came out and joined in and left their 
Sikh victims seriously injured — one required 
plastic surgery to his eye. Bradford Asian Youth 
Movement have criticised local police, who say 
that to suggest a racial motive behind the attack 
is too ‘political’ an approach. (Asian Times 
14-20.6.85.) 


Racial attacks in Islington 


Racists wrecked the home of two black brothers, 
aged 13 and 20, in Islington, north London. 
Obscene graffiti was sprayed in the bath, 
furniture destroyed and even clothing ripped. . . 
Two 14-year-old Islington girls appeared before 
the juvenile court charged with assaulting a 
Bangladeshi family on a local housing estate. . . 
John Ryan, the new landlord of the Islington 
pub, the Agricultural — a well-known meeting 
place for racist skinheads — is trying to change 
the pub’s image and is determined to make it a 
meeting place for local people and market 
traders. Uslington Gazette 7.6.85.) 


Violence on housing estates 


According to a GLC report, racial harassment, 
including physical assault and criminal damage, 
has spread throughout Tower Hamlets wherever 
Asian families are living. As a result, families are 
confined to their homes and live in constant fear 
and tension. On the Ocean Estate, out of 57 
recent attacks, there were 32 physical assaults on 
black children, often by white children. (London 
Standard 20.6.85.) 


Police seek witnesses 


Police have appealed for witnesses to a vicious 
attack on Vinaybhia Patel to come forward. He 
was attacked by six men in Plaistow, east 
_London, and needed 16 stitches for a facial 
wound. (Newham Recorder 6.6.85.)

Five million criminal names 


MPs are alarmed that easy access for all police 
officers to a computer which contains nearly five 
million criminal names — that is, one person in 
10 — could cause mistakes which have serious 
implications. Shadow Home Secretary Gerald 
Kaufman wants to know if these are only names 
of people convicted of crimes and, if so, what 
crimes and how long ago. (Guardian 12.6.85.) 
And Scotland Yard has announced a plan for a 
standard computer system which will be used for 
the searching, analysis and indexing of serious 
crimes, offences and incidents. HOLMES — 
Home Office Large Major Enquiry System — 
will be able to deal with crimes which span 
several forces or which cross borders of 
investigation in the London force area. (London 
Standard 23.4.85.) 





Mother and sons ‘assaulted by police’ 


A black woman has made allegations of 
brutality, harassment and wrongful arrest by 
police at Forest Gate police station, east London. 
Andrew Richards was held for 24 hours for 
questioning by police about his alleged 
involvement in a mugging — a charge he 
persistently denies. Mrs Williams and her other 
son, Donovan, arrived to take Andrew home. 
She alleges all three were pushed and shoved by 
police and as she went to protect Donovan, she 
was punched in the face and called a ‘‘fucking 
bastard’. Mrs Williams says Andrew has been 
targeted by the police on a number of occasions 
for harassment and she is pursuing a complaint 
against police for wrongful arrest. (Asian Times 
14-20.6.85.) 


MPs worry over photos 


Tony Banks MP fears the system of 
automatically photographing arrested West Ham 
football fans could be open to abuse. Police say 
the idea is to prevent confusion when a number 
of arrests are made. The photos are destroyed if 
the defendant is acquitted. But Mr Banks wants 
to know what guarantees there are that photos 
are not photocopied. (Newham Recorder 
27.6.85.) 


‘Softly, softly’ approached urged 


Sir Brandon Rhys Williams, MP for Kensington, 
has urged police not to come down heavily on 
young people caught in possession of small 
amounts of cannabis. He told a meeting of All 
Saints Police Liaison Committee he did not feel 
that cannabis, taken in small quantities, was 
more dangerous than alcohol or tobacco. 
(Kensington News & Post 14.6.85.)

Immigration drops . . . deportations rise 


The number of people allowed to settle in Britain 
last year was the lowest for a decade. The 


number of people from the New Commonwealth 
and Pakistan was the lowest since 1962, but there 
was an increase in the number of Australians and 
New Zealanders. In the last 12 months, 940 
people were deported from Britain, compared to 
830 the previous year. (Morning Star 5 & 
13.6.85.) 





Racism Worse — CRE Report 


20 years after legislation was passed to tackle 
racial discrimination in Britain, race relations are 
in some ways worse, according to the 1984 
annual report of the Commission for Racial 
Equality (CRE). Violent attacks on Asians, the 
racial abuse of black footballers and high levels 
of discrimination in employment, housing and 
education are highlighted as key problems. 
(South Wales Echo 3.6.85.) And the top layman 
in the Methodist Church, West Indian Leon 
Murray, claims there has been a conspiracy of 
racial discrimination by successive governments. 
Mr Murray was speaking at the Methodist 
conference in Birmingham. (Daily Mail 29.6.85.) 





Speakers’ Corner Hecklers to Stay 


The DPP is expected to recommend that no 
action be taken against a gang of organised 
hecklers — some of whom are racist — who have 
been disrupting Speakers’ Corner in Hyde Park. 
One of the hecklers, Matthew Palmer, is political 
secretary of the Kensington Young Conservatives 
and hopes to become an MP. (London Standard 
28.6.85.) 





Housing Crisis 


Women, blacks and youth are bearing the brunt 
of the worsening housing crisis, according to a 
survey by West Hampstead Housing 
Association. The current restrictions on board 
and lodging allowances are making the situation 
desperate for many. (Hampstead & Highgate 
Echo 28.6.85.)

THE SCANDAL OF Italy's wanted 
right wing terrorists living free in 
London has finally exploded in the 
face of Mrs. Thatcher’s government. 
And fuelling rising demands that 
action is taken against the fugitive 


terror cell which has found safety in 
Britain for the last four years have 
been public pronouncements from 
the Prime Minister herself and her 
Home Secretary Leon Brittan on the 
need to deal swiftly and sternly with 
the threat of terrorism. 

The contrast between their recent 
noisy declarations that there must 
be ‘no hiding place’ for wanted 
terrorists and their apparent 
unwillingness to do anything about 
the group of up to twenty wanted 
Italian right-wingers hiding here has 
not been lost upon police monitoring 
the activities of the Italians, 
newspapers which have been 
amongst the government’s 
staunchest supporters, or upon the 
Italian authorities themselves, 

On July 1st, the Mail on Sunday 
splashed a major story exposing the 
ease with which these militants of 
the Armed Revolutionary Nucleii 
(NAR) have found a cosy hiding 
place in this country. It found them 
living in comfortable London 
suburbs, working as cab drivers, in 
printing firms and in pizza 
restaurants. 

Echoing investigations by 
Searchlight over the last three years, 
the Mail on Sunday also revealed how 
the Italians have been working with 
the National Front organising secret 
training sessions and outdoor camps 
where young militants are 


ideologically grounded in the politics 
of the Third Position, of which NAR 
was the armed wing. At some of 
these camps NF members have been 
instructed in rudimentary 
paramilitary techniques. Seven 
camps have been held at one venue 
in Swanley in Kent. Others have 
taken place at the Suffolk farm of 
Front chairman Nick Griffin's father, 
Edwin Griffin. 

Mail on Sunday reporters spoke to 
Ms Rosine de Bounevialle, the 
ageing far right occupant of the 
sprawling Liss House estate in Liss 
Forest, Hampshire, where secret 
seminars and training schools were 
used by the Italians and the Front’s 
young Strasserite faction to plot the 
overthrow of Martin Webster and 
the ‘old guard’ NF leadership. 

De Bounevialle confirmed that 
both Roberto Fiore and Marcello de 
Angelis had attended these events, 
organised under the auspices of 
Rising magazine, another joint 
Italian-Strasserite venture. 

Fiore is one of the most wanted 
terrorists currently sought by the 
Italian authorities. Accused of 
attempted murder, arson, and 
armed robberies, he was sentenced 
in his absence to nine years 
imprisonment last March. A court in 
Rome convicted him of organising 
an armed gang. 

Twenty five year old de Angelis 
was also convicted /n absentia, and 
sentenced to six years. 

The latest revelations about Fiore 
also implicate in the affair the 
notorious father and son duo who 
dominate nazi propaganda 
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publishing in Europe and America. It 
is now known that Fiore is a 
frequent guest of Alan and Anthony 
Hancock, at their Madeira Place 
house in Brighton from which they 
run the Historical Review Press, a 
publishing operation which floods 
the world with propaganda denying 
that the nazi holocaust took place. 

But the Hancocks are also known 
as one of the main points of contact 
between British nazis and far right 
terror groups in France, Germany 
and many other countries. 

In September last year, Fiore 
became a father. The mother of his 
daughter was a British woman, 
Paula Brown, and the birth was 
registered from 19A Madeira Place, 
Brighton, the Hancocks’ property 
where Paula Brown is now a

permanent guest. She admits that 
Fiore is a frequent visitor to the 
house. 

By a bizarre coincidence, Paula 
Brown was formerly nanny to the 
children of Imogen Lucas-Box, the 
jet-set girl friend of Luciano Petrone. 
He was extradited from Britain last 
year accused of murdering two 
policemen in Rome. 

When Petrone faced extradition 
proceedings at Bow Street 
Magistrates’ Court, members of the 
Fiore NAR cell escorted Ms Lucas 
Box from the court, and through the 
throng of waiting reporters. They 
scuffled with photographers to 
prevent pictures being taken. 

But Lucas-Box has denied having 
any knowledge of their terrorist 
activities and has begun legal 
proceedings against two 
newspapers which suggested she 
had. 


The Hancock family, former 


Blackshirt Alan and his son 
Anthony, were until recently the 
owners of several properties in and 
around Brighton. A number of these 
have been sold in the last few 
months. Both men have been key 
figures in the international neo-nazi 
movement, publishing and 
distributing vast quantities of 
revisionist literature, and periodicals 
for a multitude of nazi organisations 
including the NF, the League of St. 
George, and the now defunct British 
Movement. 

But two years ago they were 
exposed at the heart of the European 
nazi terror network, when 
Searchlight ‘mole’ Ray Hill undertook 
an assignment to investigate the 
nazi terror outrages which swept 
Europe in the Summer months of 
1981. Fascist bombs killed more than 
a hundred people at Bologna railway 
station, the Munich Ocktoberfest, 
and outside the Rue Copernic 
synagogue in Paris. 

Hill's first port of call was the 
same Madeira Place address at 
which Fiore is now a frequent 
visitor. During a weekend spent 
there as the Hancocks’ guest he was 
introduced to Alex Oumow, a 
member of the banned French nazi 
group FANE, who invited him to 
Paris to “meet some of the French 
comrades”. 

Also staying with the Hancocks 
that weekend in early 1981 was 
League of St. George International 
Liason Officer Steve Brady, 
previously instrumental in 
safehousing the Italian fugitives 
who fled Italy after the Bologna 
outrage in August 1981. 

Two months later, Hill travelled to 
France to meet Oumow and his 
friends in Paris. There he was given

inside information about how the 
Bologna and Munich ‘operations’ 
had been carried out. 

And he was told that it was time 
for the British ‘comrades’ to do their 
bit. 

The target was the Notting Hill 
Carnival, and it was only the 
undercover efforts of Ray Hill which 
prevented carnage at the festival 
that year. 

The Hancocks’ activities are 
cloaked in mystery. High level 
foreign nazis come and go at their 
Madeira Place home, and _ their 
publishing business operates 
secretly from an anonymous looking 
print shop in Uckfield, Sussex, 
under the name of Wilson 
Laminates. 





FROM BOLOGNA TO BRITISH BOLTHOLES 


IT WAS after the bloody attack on 
Bologna’ railway station in 1981 which 
killed more than 80 people that Italy’s 
right wing terrorists first made a bee-line 
for Britain. In the face of a huge police 
dragnet many of them fled from their 
homes. Even those not involved in 
Bologna were afraid that police enquiries 
would uncover other violent activities in 
which they had been involved. 

But preparations had actually begun 
befor the bomb outrage. Two months 
before the massacre, Ray Hill, only 
recently returned from South Africa, 
was approached by an Italian fascist, 
Enrico Masselli, in London on a 
computer course. He introduced himself 
as an associate of Max Bollo, whom Hill 
had known in South Africa as a fellow 
member of the South African National 
Front. Bollo is now serving more than 
fifty years for terrorist attacks carried 
out in the name of the White 
Commando. 

Masselli asked Hill if he could arrange 
safehousing for Italians who would soon 
have to leave Italy. Hill passed on the 
request to Steve Brady, the League of St. 
George International Officer, intending 
to monitor any arrangements which 
Brady might make. 

Only a few months later police raided 
homes in south and west London, 
arresting seven wanted Italians. They 
appeared at Bow Street Magistrates’ 
Court to fight an extradition warrant 
from the Italian authorities, but the 
request was presented so badly that the 
British magistrate had little choice but to 
reject it. Since then they have been living 
and working in London. 

In the meantime, five of them have 
been convicted in their absence by 
Italian courts. 

* Roberto Fiore, leader of the fugitive

IN SPITE of their precarious position as 
fugitives hunted by the Italian police, 
these wanted terrorists have not been 
afraid to throw themselves into far right 
politics in this country. And not 
surprisingly, much of their effort has 
been directed towards the National 
Front. 

This first came to light in the Summer 
of 1983, when Searchlight revealed that 
the NAR cell leader Roberto Fiore was 
working with NF members Nick Griffin 
and Michael Walker in an NF fund raising 
scheme guiding tourists around Britain. 
Heritage Tours boasted that it could 
provide French, German and _ Italian 
speaking guides. When a _ Searchlight 
investigator, brought in from Italy, 
booked a guided tour of London, his 
guide was none other than Roberto 
Fiore, who cheekily took him first to 
Bow Street Magistrates’ Court, seat of 
“the wonderful system of British justice” 
which only a few months previously had 
rejected the Italian request for the 
extradition of Fiore and his gang. 

The Heritage Tours operation was 
based at Michael Walker's Warwick 
Square flat in Victoria. where Fiore still

an armed gang. Other charges against 
him include attempted murder, arson, 
and armed robbery. 
* Stefano Tiraboschi, now manager of a 
pizza restaurant in Kilburn, north 
London, was sentenced to eight years 
and two months for organising an armed 
gang. He still faces charges of armed 
robbery. 
* Massimo Morsello, a part-time cab 
driver living in Crystal Palace, got a ten 
year sentence for organising an armed 
gang. Outstanding charges include an 
armed raid on a gun shop. 
* Marinella Rita, now married to Morsello 
with a young daughter, received two 
years and eight months for organising an 
armed gang. She is still accused of an 
armed raid on a Rome gunshop, and a 
petrol bomb attack. 
* Marcello de Angelis, a layout artist 
working for a printing firm in Finsbury 
north London, was sentenced to six 
years for organising an armed gang. 
With Fiore he is accused of attempted 
murder. 
Despite all 


this, the British 


government has made no moves to 
deport them, even after heavy pressure 
from the Italian authorities, who raised 
the matter at the highest levels on 
several occasions. 

At last June’s European summit in 
Milan, Prime Minister Bettino Craxi 
personally asked Mrs. Thatcher to 
deport them. And last year, senior 
Italian ministers asked Leon Brittan to 
send them back to Italy. It reached the 
point where private appeals were seen as 
useless, and the Italian vice-President 
was forced to use a speech to the 
European Parliament to insist that they 
should be returned to Italy for trial.

lives during the week while working as a 
mini-cab driver for a firm in South 
London. 

But his weekends are spent in 
Brighton with his girlfriend Paula Brown 
at the Hancocks’ Madeira Place 
residence. 

Only last month, hidden News at Ten 
cameras filmed Fiore entering and 
leaving 50 Warwick Square using his 
own key. Also filmed at the flat was Nick 


Griffin, now vice-chairman of the 
National Front. 

In the last two years the Italians have 
been instrumental in the sea change 
taking place in the Front’s political 
activities, linking up with young 
Strasserite ‘‘nationalist revolutionaries” 
in the NF in their secret plot to dump 
Martin Webster and the NF’s established 
leadership. Together they launched

NATIONAL FRONT leaders have 
consistently denied that they have any 
link with Italian terrorists. But if they 
have nothing to hide, why should they lie 
about the Italians time and time again? 

After earlier allegations of the Italian 
link, Front chairman lan Anderson 
described them as “mythical”. But 
deposed Activities Organiser Martin

the Italians’ ‘Third Position’ politics and 
called for a new Front strategy based on 
an appeal to the white working class and 
harking back to halcyon days of 
mediaeval rural societies. 

Secret Rising seminars were held at the 
Liss Forest home of Rosine de 
Bounevialle, a veteran right wing 
eccentric. Young, promising members of 
the National Front were thus secretly 
recruited to the ‘Third Position’ and 
when the self-styled ‘radical nationalists’ 
moved against Webster at the end of 
1983, the base had been firmly laid. 

So well placed was Fiore that he was 
summoned to the home of then NF 
chairman Andrew Brons to discuss the 
work of the Aising group. 

Since then the 


Front has 


Webster responded in a bulletin to his 
supporters by describing how 
Directorate member Derek Holland, a 
key figure in the Rising group, had been 
driven to an NF vigil at Mildenhall US Air 
Force Base by “four black uniformed 
Rising wops”. 

More recently, when News at 
Ten revealed that Roberto Fiore was still 
living at the flat of NF branch official 
Michael Walker, Walker told the Daily 
Telegraph that Fiore had not stayed there 
for at least three months. 

But News at Ten had filmed him that 
week, entering and leaving the flat on 
successive days, going to and from his 
work. 

Walker's claim to have left the Front 
eighteen months earlier does not fit with 
the NF’s own Annual General Meeting 
records which reveal he proposed a 
motion at the most recent AGM last 
October. 

And they had no reply to News at Ten’s 
evidence that Front vice-chairman Nick 
Griffin had also been living at the flat. He 
was seen moving out his belongings 
from 50 Warwick Square and moving 
into new rented accomodation near the 
NF’s Croydon headquarters. 

Griffin himself has had no comment 
for the Cambridge paper which took an 
earlier interest in the camps at his 
father’s farm, and which had printed his 
denial that there was any Italian 
connexion. 

All of their denials have been 
contradicted in an interview given by a 
repentant NAR member to an Italian 
newspaper recently. 

Paulo Lucci, acquitted of terrorist 
charges, told // Manifesto of his time 
spent as a member of the Fiore group 
sheltering in London, describing how he 
and others had joined the National Front 
and helped the new leadership purge 
Martin Webster and his supporters. 

Webster himself, in evidence to an 
industrial tribunal where he is 
challenging his dismissal as NF Activities 
Organiser, declared bluntly that he was 
purged because, “! discovered that Nick 
Griffin, a leading member, was 
associating himself with an organisation 
called Rising whose leader Roberto Fiore 
and twelve other Italians are in Britain on 
the run for terrorist offences in Italy.” 


wholeheartedly adopted the ‘Third 
Position’ line, and now urges its 
members to become ‘political soldiers’. 

Ideological instruction has gone hand 
in hand with paramilitary training. At 
camps in Swanley, Kent, instructors 
showed them how to lay ambushes and 
strip down guns. Supervising all this 
were former SAS Major lan Souter 
Clarence, and former South African SAS 
soldier Graham Gillmore. 

Other camps have been held at the 
Suffolk farm of Nick Griffin's father 
Edwin Griffin, where outbuildings have 
been converted to accomodate large 
numbers of weekend NF campers. Edwin 
Griffin says, ‘The National Front are far 
too wet for my liking. They are a bunch 
of moderates”’.

FUGITIVE IN COURT 


LATEST Italian fugitive to surface is 


Serena Depisa, currently facing 
extradition proceedings in London after 
surrendering herself to police in April. 

Since coming to Britain she has lived 
with Massimo and Marinella Rita in 
Crystal Palace, and with Marcello de 
Angelis in his basement flat in Notting 
Hill where her name appears on the 
doorbell. 

Depisa has been hunted by the Italian 
authorities since October 1982. She is 
accused of a number of violent offences, 
forgery and using false documents. 
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Searchlight looks at some 
of the strange figures 
plugged into the White House. 


Poland, ‘‘these policies found both support 
and opposition in Slovakia. The 
Aryanisation policy was introduced shortly 
after independence (sic) and was voted on 
by the Slovak parliament in response to a 
mood that existed in public circles’’. 

The Tiso regime, which Novak thus helps 
to whitewash, had deported half the 
country’s Jews to their deaths by 1942. 
When the war ended, 83 per cent of Slovak 
Jews had perished in the death camps. 

Novak’s predecessor as Slovakia editor 
was none other than Jozef Pauco, who cut 
his journalistic teeth as editor of Tiso’s 
government newspaper (coincidentally also 
called Slovakia) till the end of the war. And 
the father of Stanislaw Kirschbaum, whose 
work Novak is so approving of, was 
General Secretary of Tiso’s Hlinka Party. 

But Novak’s post war standing is high 
and the Cold War soon saw him in place on 
the Board of International Broadcasting 
which runs the propaganda station Radio 
Liberty. 

Even then, he caused embarrassment 
when he appeared in front of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to defend 
Radio Liberty against charges that it was 
beaming anti-semitic material to Eastern 
Europe. In particular he defended 
broadcasts which apparently whitewashed 
the role of locally recruited SS units in the 
Ukraine — units which had been 
responsible for mass murder and 
deportations. 


Millionaires 
Sitting with him on the Board of 
International Broadcasting was another 
man whose name keeps popping up in right 
wing connections: Peter Grace, a 
millionaire right-winger who headed 
President Reagan’s Private Sector Survey 
on Waste, a freebooting examination of 
ways in which public expenditure could be 
cut. Both men also play a leading role in the 
respectable sounding Lay Commission on 
Catholic Teaching and the US Economy, 
set up to prepare a right-wing response to 
an expected draft pastoral letter from 
America’s Catholic bishops, on the moral 
implications of American capitalism. It was 
anticipated the Bishops would have sharp 
words for the social policies pursued by the 
Reagan administration. 

And, curiously, also involved on the ‘Lay 
Commission’ are William Simon and Clare 


Luce Boothe — both colleagues of Novak 
in the Moonie-sponsored Nicaraguan 
Freedom Fund. 

Grace is an odd figure to find in official 
bodies, or ones with which the White House 
is so obviously linked. In 1982, as head of 
the Grace Commission on Waste, he caused 
a storm with his racist views about 
Hispanics: ‘‘900,000 Puerto Ricans live in 
New York’’ he told a Texas audience, ‘‘and 
they’re all on food stamps . . . so the food 
stamp program is basically a Puerto Rican 
program’’. When the storm broke he 
claimed it had been a slip of the tongue — 
but in fact he had illustrated his speech with 
a chart headed ‘‘Puerto Rican Food 
Stamps’’. 

Grace is not openly connected with the 
Nicaraguan Freedom Fund campaign being 
conducted by his Lay Commission 
colleagues, but he does appear to have the 
odd iron of his own in the fire. 

For some years he has been one of the 
principal backers of his ‘‘great friend’’ 
Lewis E. Lehrman, another millionaire 
right-winger who failed in an attempt to be 
elected mayor of New York in 1982. 
Lehrman recently launched his own widely 
publicised operation to aid not just the 
‘Contras’ but other right wing insurgent 
forces currently receiving covert or open 


support from the US government.

In early June he was pictured at the 
launch of the Democratic International, in 
the l’Unita controlled village of Jamba in 
Angola, along with representatives of the 
‘Contras’, Ghulam Wardah of the Afghan 
mujahideen, and guerrillas from Laos. Also 
present were a number of South Africans. 

The meeting was organised under the 
auspices of Lehrman’s Citizens for 
America, which until now had focused its 
efforts on winning Congressional support 
for the ‘Contras’. According to the New 
York Times, ‘‘He has access to top level 
aides in the White House’’. 


“Kitchen cabinet” 


This closeness is perhaps confirmed by the 
fact that the very idea to set up Citizens for 
America came from Jacqueline Hume, a 
member of the ‘‘kitchen cabinet’’ of right 
wing Californian industrialists who 
originally took Ronald Reagan under their 
wing, backing and guiding his political 
career. Another ‘‘cabinet’’ member, 
millionaire brewer Joseph Coors, sits on the 
Citizens for America executive, and 
Lehrman himself claims that he took the 
leadership of the organisation at the 
personal request of Ronald Reagan. 

Lehrman’s mentor, Peter Grace, besides 
his 1982 food stamps outburst, more 
recently courted controversy by giving a 
lengthy interview to Spotlight, the anti- 
semitic paper of Willis Carto’s Liberty 
Lobby, visiting the paper’s Washington 
headquarters to answer questions from 
managing editor Vincent Ryan, assistant 
editor Trisha Katson, and financial writer 
George Nicholas. 

Grace has a second connection to Central 
American operations through the 
Americares Foundation, described as a 
private humanitarian foundation but in
